The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIM 

Re. Claim 23: After the phrase "predetermined distance" as recited in line 12, 
insert a phrase of wherein the partial insulating layer is formed to extend from a top 
of the bottom pole layer to a top of the first insulating layer-. 

Cancelled claim 24. 

Re. Claim 25: Before the phrase ",wherein" as recited in line 2, change the 
phrase "Claim 24" to -Claim 23-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed invention such as the partial insulating layer is 
formed to extend from a top of the bottom pole layer to a top of the first insulating layer. 
The closest reference, Sasaki teaches all of the limitations including a partial insulating 
layer formed on the bottom pole layer with the gap layer provided therebetween to start 
from a position at a predetermined distance from the surface facing the recording 
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medium so that a gap depth is regulated by the predetermined distance. However, the 
partial insulating of Sasaki is formed on top of the bottom pole layer and the first 
insulating layer, not extended from a top of the bottom pole layer to a top of the first 
insulating layer as recited in the claimed invention. Therefore, it would not be obvious to 
modify Sasaki by forming the partial insulating to extend from a top of the bottom pole 
layer to a top of the first insulating layer, since doing so would destroy the structure of 
the thin film magnetic head of Sasaki.
